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2013 Board of Selectmen Report 
2013 was quieter than recent years for the town and the Board of Selectmen. 


Phil St. Hilaire was appointed in March to fill the selectmen’s seat vacated by Jon Goodreau. 
Phil also replaced Mark Dindorf as the selectmen’s representative to the planning board. 


The budget this year includes an increase in Town Officer’s Stipends. It includes a new, tiered 
stipend scale for the Board of Selectmen and the Treasurer, based on number of terms served. 
First term Selectmen and/or Treasurer shall receive $500 annually. Second Term Selectmen 
and/or Treasurer shall receive $750 annually. Third term or more Selectmen and/or Treasurer 
shall receive $1000 annually. The Chair of the Board of Selectmen shall receive $1500 annually. 
Other adjustments include an increase in the Moderator’s stipend to an annual $100, and the Fire 
Warden’s stipend to an annual $100. Town Clerk/Tax Collector @ $15 per hour, not to exceed 
$3000 (includes funds for a deputy in training). These increases reflect the benefit to the town of 
retaining experienced town officers, and their commitment of time and expertise in conducting 
the business of the town. 


Other Town Business 


The planning board was convened in the spring to review boundary adjustments and subdivision 
proposed by Carroll & Nancy Hayes. 


The zoning board of adjustment was convened in October to consider a variance to setback 
requirements by Daniel & Krista Thorton. Variance was granted and building permit 
subsequently approved. 


Michelle Goodreau, Town Clerk & Tax Collector, has decided that she will not run for re- 
election in 2015. Michelle has suggested that anyone interested in becoming Town Clerk & Tax 
Collector shadow her once a month during the coming year to learn the responsibilities of the 
job. Funds to pay for a deputy clerk / tax collector in training are incorporated into the Town 
Officer’s Stipends line in the budget. Please contact Michelle if interested.
